SUMMARY OF BILL: Defines the term “business subscriber” as it
relates to the regulation of public utilities by the Tennessee Regulatory
Authority (TRA). Authorizes business telephone subscribers to enroll on the
Do-Not-Call Register. Establishes violations as punishable by fine up to
$2,000 per violation.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

Increase State Revenue - Not Significant

Increase State Expenditures — Not Significant

Assumptions:

e Business subscriber means a person or entity who has subscribed to
business telephone service or the other persons working for such entity.

e Based on information provided by TRA, any increase to state
expenditures is considered not significant

e According to TRA, any increase of state revenue derived from assessed
fines is expected to be not significant.
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
